The government today relax- 
ed its restrictions on how 
much you must pay down to 
buy a new house. 


Under the new program, effect- 


ive Wednesday, purchasers will be 
allowed to make down payments 
20 to 50 per cent less than those 
now required under Regulation X, 
which has been in effect nearly two 
years. 


On the least expensive houses, 


down payment requirements were 
cut in half. On tne most expensive, 
they were reduced 20 per cent. 


5 I'er Cent Needed 


The relaxed controls program 


means that only 5 per cent will be 
needed in down payments on some 
houses and that the maximum re- 
quired will be 40 per cent. 
. The action was announced today 
by the federal reserve board. Hero 
is what the board order will do: 


1. On houses costing $7,000 or

CED's Weapons Could Balance 
Congress' Anti-Inflation Fight 


Evidently we are on our way out of a period of fairly 


rigid economic controls, and responsible leaders both in Con- 
gress and the business world sketch out plans that would pro- 


, mote continuance of this trend without opening the door to 
, ruinous inflation. 


Controls on allocation of materials like rubber, lead, 


zinc and hides have been either lifted or relaxed. Price lim- 
its have been taken off a score of commodities, including wool 
and cotton, which were selling below ceilings. 


Installment credit restrictions have been wiped out, and 


similar controls on housing credit are due to be relaxed. 


[ 
In this situation, why not abolish controls altogether? 


The Senate recently faced that question and decided against 
such a course as both practically and politically unwise. De- 
fense spending is still rising, and could push prices upward 
markedly. In an election year, this kind of thing would be 
hard to explain. 


The Senate compromised wit!) the "no controls" forces 


( and voted an extension of the government machinery until 


March 1, 1953. They were helped in this action by the fact 
that the administration had voluntarily undertaken so many 
de-control measures; the feeling was widespread that in the 
succeeding interval the machinery will be used as sparingly 
as possible. . 


At this juncture the Committee for Economic Develop- 


ment, an enlightened business research group whose tone 
was set by Paul Hoffman, now a top adviser to General Eisen- 
hower, has come up with a set of carefully worked-out pro- 
posals. 


The CED recommends Dec. 31, 1952, as the expiration 


date for controls authority. There seems to be no great rea- 


• son why this earlier date should not prevail, provided that 


another CED plan be adopted by Congress as a safeguard. 


That plan calls upon Congress to approve a joint resolu- 


tion authorizing the President to impose a 90-day freeze of 
wages and prices whenever a sudden new inflationary crisis 
should arise. In this manner, believes the CED, the nation 
would be protected against any disastrous upward spirals. 
In the 90-day period, Congress could consider carefully 
whether to re-eestablish regular controls machinery. 


While the CED's suggested earlier expiration date makes 


its program more cohservative than the. Senate's, the stop- 
gap emergency freeze proposal goes be'jtond congressional 


. .flunking at this moment. Regardless of the terminal date 


> finally fixed, the 90-day freeze authority would seem to have 
substantial merit. 


The CED's report is useful, too, for the healthy stress 


it places upon other anti-inflationary devices, including a 
sound tax program, reduced government expenditures and 
expertly managed monetary and credit policies. A balance 
of factors is needed to combat inflation, and too often the 
fight in Congress narrows down to a scrap over wage and 
price controls. 


The important thing, apparently, Is to have a veritable 


arsenal of anti-inflation weapons handy, but not to be trig- 
ger-happy..

Pegler Uote» That "at Last" Union Racketeer Who Shot 


Member Has Received Jail Term 


(Copyriffat, 1M». King Feattuee Syndicate, Inc.) 


Ralph Howard AIsup, the murderous racketeer who still holds the 


position of vice-president of the Nevada State Federation of Labor 
and president of the Clark. County Federation, at last has been 
locked up in the Nevada state penitentiary at Carson City to serve 
a term of from one' to two years for shooting a member of the 
Painters' union. 
Alsup §hot the painter merely because the unfor- 


tunate rank-and-filer went to the union hall to present his version 
of the facts in a simple dispute between a brother painter and the 
business agent of the local painters' union. The date of this crime 
was Dec. 3, 1949, and the victim was hounded out 
of the state and as far away as Alaska by a cabal 
of union .terrorists because he was the complain- 
ing witness against an habitual criminal holding 
high positions under William Green, president, and 
the executive council of the American Federation 
of Labor. With the usual discount allowed first, of. 
fenders who indicate a disposition to go Straight, 
Alsup will be eligible for parole about Jan. 1. 1953. 
He may even be turned loose in time to celebrate 
Christmas by beating up his wife in line with his 
marital program to date. Of course. Alsup is not 
a first offender, but the power of A. F. of L. unions H>,ihrook i>»i« 
is so great that he may be treated as a wayward boy with an honest 
heart even though he is an habitual criminal with a long prison career. 


Alsup is one of the rogue union bosses whom I had in mind dur- 


ing my discussion of American unionism with* the highest authority 
on the subject of labor, and the Pope's adviser thereon, at the Vati- 
can in March, Timothy Flynn, regional director of the CIO for the 
entire west coast by executive appointment of Philip Murray, is an- 
other veteran jail-bird and criminal with a multiple record who was 
high in my thoughts as I enlightened this,dignitatry on important 
phases of American unionism. Flynn's specialty was house-break- 
ing. 
He further qualified for his position of great power over the 


law-abiding populace and industry of our west coast by two terms in 
prison. 
Faithful research in Worcester, Mass.. the scene of the in- 


teresting activities, failed to' disclose • the slightest evidence that 
Flynn had ever put in a day at honest toil. He is well remembered 
in Worcester, mostly by the police, but only for evil works without 
a trace of favorable renown to mitigate his vicious reputation. 
Re- 


peated efforts to reach him by long distance phone at the San Fran- 
cisco headquarters, of the CIO all failed. 


Ralph Howard Alsup's union is the Plumbers' and Pipe-Fitters'. 
His criminal career is well known not only to William Green, but 


to Martin Durkin. {he president of the Plumbers' union. Green is a 
lay dignitary of the Baptist church, given to serious religious preach- 
ing. Murray and Durkin are noted for their piety. 


Like Flynn, Alsup has authority in more than one state. The 


federal government has been pouring money into Alsup's jurisdiction 
for new "defense projects." including the Nex'ada atom bomb experi- 
ments. 
Some of his subjects have been filching materials to build 


him a home. 
Laborers, under easily understood coercion, are do- 


nating time and skill to this worthy work. 


The fact that Alsup Is likely to 
ll one or more persons unless he 


is locked away for life or killed 
first is obvious on the face of his 
record. 
He has served time for 


an armed stickup and assault with 
a gun. In addition to his present 
shooting job, he was arrested last 
fall for having a loaded pistol when 
he got roaring drunk and wrecked 
an automobile at grave peril to 
law-abiding motorists on a crowd- 
ed highway. This happened when 
he was out o» ball in the. shooting 
case. He also did a prison term 
in Texas for helping a number of 
criminals to escape. 
He never 


was a worker in any legitimate 
field. The pious Mr. Durkin lives 
in Chevy Chase, Md., a select sub- 
urb of Washington. He is a dig- 
nitary of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


Alsup is under an additional 


sentence of six months on a fed- 
eral charge of conspiring with 
dealers in ventilating machinery, 
plumbing and so forth to extort 
money from the taxpayers. He 
used his power as a unloneer to 
withhold union labor from govern- 
ment works unless the building 
contractors 
specified 
certain 


metal products. 
Alsup was fined 


$5,000 in addition to his six-month 
sentence. 
Two contractors also 


got six months. 
One was priced 


$5,000 and the other $4,000. 


A citizen of Las Vegas writes: 


"Even prior to the sentence there 
was quite a bit of activity in the 
local Plumbers' union to be sure 
that Alsup would not have to pay 
$5,000. The union couldn't legal- 
ly pay it so a 'voluntary assess- 
ment' of a day's pay was levied. 
There 
were 
approximately 250 


members. At $20 each that add 
ed up to $5,000. At first it was to 
be a mandatory assessment but 
the directors decided that this 
would be unconstitutional. It was 
made voluntary which meant that 
the plumbers could either put up 
or wait months for their next job 
because Alsup had control. .They 
had been paying 1>£ per cent of 
their pay to defray the cost of 
Alsup's other brushes with the law. 
Several wives of plumbers wanted 
to protest but were afraid. Two 
wives said the assessment meant 
that they would have to go with- 
out oil to heat their homes. Fear 
goes deep in the hearts of these 
working people. 
They may be 


blacklisted if they protest. 
When 


you own your home in a commun- 
ity, it is a tragic prospect. 


"Alsup bent his wife so badly 


on Christmas eve that she was 
taken to a hospital and it- was 
necessary for neighbors to care 
for their two children. This was 
done by plumbers' wives." 


This and the Flynn case will be 


included in the survey of Ameri- 
can labor under criminal union 
eers which the Vatican dignitary 
requested me to prepare for the 
information of the Holy Father. 
He said the Pope's regular Ameri- 
can sources of information had not 
reported this phase.

Rest Best Treatment for 
Acute Multiple Sclerosis 


Multiple sclerosis is a disease of 


the nervous system which was for- 
merly considered rather rare in 
this country, but seems to be be- 
coming much more common. It is 
said that there are probably close 
to 100,000 persons afflicted with this 
disease in the United States alone. 


The cause of multiple scjerosls 


remains unknown and there is no 
specific treatment for it, such as 
is available for pneumonia or ap- 
pendicitis. 


However, a group of interested 


citizens and doctors have formed 
the National Multiple Sclerosis So- 
ciety, 270 Park Avenue, New York 
17. New York, an organization aim- 
ed at raising funds to promote re- 
search and to improve the care of 
those who are stricken with this 
unfortunate malady. 


Before discussing multiple scle- 


rosis further, it should be empha- 
sized that no one should jump to 
the conclusion that he or she has 
this disease merely because some 
of the symptoms are present. 


The diagnosis is not always sim- 


ple, and must be made by a skilled 
physician; I was told that when I 
discussed this disease on a previ- 
ous occasion, the society referred 
to was deluged with letters from 
people who did not have multiple 
sclerosis at all. 


It attacks several parts of the 


nervous system and it is for this 


reason that it is called "multiple." 
The symptoms vary, depending on 
what parts of the nervous system 
are involved. 


Since the location varies there 


are no completely typical symp^ 
toms, though seeing double, ^ 
trembling or tremor when trying 
to pick up some object, and a gait 
which looks somewhat like that of 
a drunken person are probably the 
most common. One or all of these 
may be absent. 


Many theories have been suggest- 


ed about its cause but none of them 
have held'water so far. Also, many 
treatments have been tried in- 
cluding artificial fever, the use of 
drugs to delay blood coagulation, 
attempts to desensitize to allergies, 
vaccines and others.

It appears that long rest is the 


best form of treatment during the 
acute stage of multiple sclerosis. 


The disease tends to' go through 


periods of great improvement. Jf 
these good periods can be length- 
ened and the bad ones shortened, 
it is a good sign.

A warm climate and fieedom 


from colds and other infections of 
the nose and throat may help to 
prevent the downswings of the dis- 
ease. The hope for conquering mul- 
tiple sclerosis lies in research.

many people 65 and older July 1 
will be like the three o'clock school 
bell that let them out when they 
were kids.

pension reaches a new maximum of 
SSO a month. Many old people will 
retire then to collect. 


Anyone now on pension or who 


retires before July 1 will never be 
entitled to the new maximum of 
$80. 


The only ones who can get thai 


much are Ihose 65 or older who 
quil work after July 1 and fill the 
other requirements for getting the 
maximum. The present maximum 
is around $68.50. 


Expect Many To CJuit 


There has been talk around the 


country that swarms of old peo 
pie, now working, would quit after 
July 1. Social security people here 
say: 


The number will jump for a 


couple of months and then return 
to normal. 


Officials in charge of the gov-

For this reason a lot of old pco< 


pie who might have retired soon' 
er—but who then couldn't get more 
than $68.50—decided to keep on 
working until July 1. 


All that's been said in this story 


so far applies only to people who 


have been employed by others in 
hese past 18 months. 


For the 
self-employed 
people, 


there was a slightly different rule: 


To be entitled to the full $80 
i month, a self-employed person 
must keep on working till next Jan. 
1. 


He could get some pension if he 


retired before Jan. 1, but not that 
new maximum of $80.

crowns are returned ... the bless- 
ed mother has heard our prayers. 
A miracle has happened." 


Msgr. Angelo R. Cioffi's words 


yesterday suddenly brought joy to 
the congregation at Brooklyn's Ro- 
man Catholic votive shrine of Re- 
gina Pacis. 


They summed up the impact 


caused by the theft from the shrine 
nine days ago of two gem-studded 
gold crowns, valued at 5150,000 and 
insured fcr $100,000; and they told 
of the strange return of the gems 
yesterday by special delivery mail. 
The crowns were part of a mural 
in the shrine, dedicated to the vir- 
gin as queen of peace. 


Worshippers applauded. Two wo- 


men fainted. Others wept tears of 
Joy-The crowns were slightly bent 
and about 20 jewels worth between 
$2,000 and $3,000 were missing. But 
the crowns had returned — the 
crowns blessed by the Pope, the 
crowns for which many of the wor- 
shippers had contributed family 
jewels. 


Msgr. Cioffi, who had gone to the 


altar as soon as a postman de- 
livered the gems just at the start 
of the 10 a. m. mass, repeated a 
promise he made last Sunday: To 
"forgive and forget" the thieves. 


Police apparently were not ready 


to forget the theft. The brown ma- 
nila envelope, in which the crowns 
were mailed with only cardboard 
for protection, was rushed to head- 
quarters for laboratory checks.
